were worfe than they, and occafion’d all the’ Difturban- 
ces in the Church. ““ Is it nor true , ons he, that’ Alex- 
“ “ander, Bilhop of Alexandria, be bepaa rrel?

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cal Death. If it be Gaid, that his pernicious Herefy de- 
ferved Temporal and Eternal Punifhments : He boldly 
deniesit. ‘ Hercfy, fays he, damns no body. God wilt 
“ not punifh a Man for an Error about a Myftery : Ele 
“ fearches the Heart, and nor the Brain. A true Faith 
“ rather appears by a Holy Life, than bya right Netion 
‘© of a Doktrine. Befides, the Error of Arius was mot ex- 
“ tremely dangerous. He did not deny that Chrift was 
“ God: He worbhipped him , and acknowledged him fo 
“ be the Redeemer of the World. His Error confilted 
“ in maintaining, That Chrift was not equal with the Fa- 
ther ; but he was fincere in his Affertion , and the Or. 
‘ thodox contributed to his Herefy by bringing the Pa- 
“* gan Philofophy into Chriftianity. Men are naturally 
“ape to fall into Errors, efpecially about abftrufe and 
“ myfterious Do@rines. The Orthodox themfeves have 
“ not always a right Notion of Myfteries: Nay, it might 
“ beeafily demonftrated, that moft Men are grofly mi- 
“ ftaken in their Notions about Religion , and yet zea- 
“ Ioufly maintain them like fo many Divine Truths.Why 
“* chen do they not void their Guts as well as Arius ? Or 
“ why are they not punifh’d fome other way by the Hand 
“ of God ? If I may be allowed to fpeak the Truth, 
“ God never works any Miracles for fpeculative Errors. 
“ The Miracles of Mofer, Clirift, and his Apoftles , were 
“ not wrought for mere Speculations,but to promote the 
 publick Good,and for theSalvation of Men. God works 
* no Miracles in vain. From whence it follows that ma- 
“ ny other Miracles, mention'd in Ecclefiaftical Hiftory , 
“ are mere Fittions. 

Can any thing be more ridiculous, fays our Author, 
than to fay that Arius voided his Guts ? How can fuch a 
thing be done ? Secrates adds a new Abfurdity to this Sto- 
ry ; for he fays that Ariw voided not only his Inteftines, 
but alfo his Spleen and his Liver. *Tis true Hoffman and 
Schenchius pretend, that the Liver and Spleen may be 
voided through the Anus; but Kerckringius has demon- 
ftrated the contrary. If it be faid that King foram died 
in that manner, as we read ip the IId. Book of Chronicles 


Chap. XXI. the Author anfwers that this Paffage is capa- 


ble of feveral Interpretations, as one may fee in Bartholi- 
nus de morbss Biblicis. 

In the next Place, the Author enquires into the Origin 
of that Fiétion , and does not {cruple to charge it upon 
St. ty ae That Father, fays he , invented that Sto- 
ry in his Epiftle to Serapion, and was blindly followed by 
others. . But his Authority can be of no, Weiglit , fince 
he was a profeft Enemy to the Arians, Can any one rely 
upon the Teftimony of a partial Manin a thing that is 
altogether incredible ? Several Ancient Writers fay no- 
thing of the Tregical Death of Arius. Enfebius, St. Fe- 
rome, Sulpicons Severus, and others, are wholly filent about 
it. 

The Author proceeds to obférve, that Hiftorians don’t 
agree abour the Death of Arius. Some fay he died before 
the Council of Nice. (Epiphan. her. 69) Or ers will have 
it thathe departed this Life under the Reign of Cou- 
Gantiar (Rufinus lib. 1. ¢.2.) Others place his Death 
in the 30th Year of the Empire of Conftantine the Grear. 
(Secrates lib. 1.¢.6:) Laftly, others affirm that Arius was 
poifoned by the Orthodox. ( Sexom. lib. 2.¢. 30.) Why 
then, fays the Author, is, St. dthanafiws the only. Writer 
credited upon this Occafion, fince the thing is differently 
reported by others ? His Anfwer to that Queftion is this, 
Scilices quis Noftrates fabulis.ac falfis miraculis magis favent 
quam ‘veritati. 

Some Learned Men look upon the Tragical Death of 
Arius asamere Fable, dfaac Vofius (Obfervat. ad Pompon. 
Melam.pag. 265.) calls it a fictitious Story. Valefius fays.it 
was another Arias. Spanhemius rather chofe to fufpend 
Sia peggment about it, than to be pofitive in the Matter. 
Asfor M, Arneidus, he hardly believes ten Miracles in a 
Hundred ; and therefore "tis no wonder he calls this Sto- 
y an Impofture. Our Author not contented with thefe 
C bfervations, goes on thus : “‘ And indeed Ecclefiaftical 
x Hiftory contains hardly any thing but Tricks ahd Im- 
‘ iene Falfe Miracles are to be found in every Page. 
s he Monks have fill’d Hiftory with fo many Fables 

and Pidtions, that 'tis a difficult thing to aifvecn the

The Author reckons among 
the falfe Miracles mention‘d in this Paflage, what js fai 
of St. Jebn the Evangelift, thac being thrown into a great 
Kettle full of boiling Oil, he came out of it as found as 
he was before ; and what is reported of the Lego Fulym;. 
watrix. To which he adds the famous Prophecy of 7oh» 
Hufs, concerning Luther ; and the Voice which Se. guru. 
flim is faid to have heard, Tode, lege. Laftly, he denies 
what we read of the Cure of fo many Demoniacks jn the 
Second and Third Centuries ; and promifes to enjarse 
upén all thofe Things in a proper time. * 


VIII. The Defign of the Eighth Differtation, is to 
fhew that we don’t know our Bodies. Nefcire homines 
quid fit corpus humanum. The Author examines the feve. 
ral Definitions of a Human Body, that are to be found 
in Ancient and Modern Philofophers, and undértikes tg 
prove that they are all falfe or imperfect. He pretends 
that the Definitiom of the Gartefians is grounded upon a 
falfe Principle; and maintains, that our Ignorance of 
Human Bodies proceeds from want of knowing the Me. 
chanifm and the true Ufe and Defign of the feveral Mem. 
bers and Organs of which they are compofed. I don’t 
think it neceilary to give a larger Account of this Differ. 
tation. 


IX. The Ninth concerns: Tithes, De Decimis. The 
Author complains that the Proteftant Divines and Civi- 
hans, who have writ upon this Subje& , tranfcribe the 
Roman-Catholick Writers without any Judgment. © He 
excepts Mr. Selden, whom he calls an incomparable 
Man ; and fays he is the firft, qui hic defipere dofir.

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ers alledge only a Pofitive Divine Law, on which 
choy bald the Neceflity of Paying Tithes to the Clergy ; 

5. de Fare 
Belli & Pacis.) ‘Iwo Paffages are quoted out of Genefis 
tro this purpofe. We read inthe XEVth Chapter, that 
Abraham gave the Tenth Part of his Booty to Melehi ‘fedec, 
King of Salem, and Prieft of the moft High God. Our 
Author maintains, that Abraham did it not im Obedience 
ro a Divine Command, but of his own Will, to oblige 
King Melchifedec , or rather to pay Homage to that King. 
What Abraham eu 2 _ fuch an Occafion , can be no 

any body elle. 

ayo Paflage is in the XXVIIIth Chapter of 
Genefis, where ’tis faid that facob made a Vow to God, 
and promifed to give him the Tenth of all that he thould 
beftow upon him. Our Author fays , the true Senfe of 
thofe Words is only, That Jacob vowed to facrifice to God 
the Tenth Part of his Flocks ; and he adds , that the Ex- 
ample of that Patriarch cannot be alledged to prove the 
Neceflity of Paying Tithes tothe Clergy. 


After thefe Obfervations, he enquires into the Origin 
of that Cuftom; and thinks it highly probable, Chac 
moft Nations paid Tithes co their Gods and Magiftrates 
before the Time of Mefes ; for which he refers the Rea- 
der to Dr. Spencer, and exprefles a great Admiration for 
that Learned Man. °’Tis certain, fays he, that the Perf- 
ans, Arabians, Chaldeans , Greeks and Romans, did always 
offer Tithes to fome Deities. That Cuftom did not pro- 
ceed from the Laws of the Hebrews, but was much more 
ancient. Our Divines and Criticks, continues he, derive 
the Cuftoms of the Heathens from the Jew y pretending 
that the Devil is the Ape of che Deity. The Learned 
Huetius is very fond of that Notion. If one may be- 
lieve him, Samfonm is the Hercules of the Heathens ; 
Noah is their Janus; and the Golden Age, mention’d b 
the Poets, denotes the State of Innocence of our fir! 
Parents. Our Author declares, that fuch an, Affection 
is not only groundiefs, but highly improbable. The 
Heathens, fayshe, were profeit Enemies of the Jews ; 
how then can any one believe that they barrowed their 
Cuftoms from them? Nay, the Aaion of dbrabam, 
abovemention’d , plainly thews , that the Cuftom of OF 
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fering the Tenth Part of what one bad, was already in 
Ufe in the Time of that Holy Man. ‘Tis true, many 
Divines pretend, that érabam was the firit who did ir ; 
and that this Cuftom was generally pra@ifed in his Imi- 
tation. But, fays our Author, how can any one believe, 
that che Action of a privare Man fhould have been imi- 
tated by fo many Nations, and at {@ great a Diftance 
from one another ? 

Having endeavour'd to prove, that the Cuftom of 

paying Tithes was obferved in moft Countries before 
the Time of Mofes, he believes that God introduced it 
among the Ifraelites for Three Reafons. 1, To hindes 
his People from Offering them to the falfe Gods. 2. To 
make the //raclires more tenfible that he was their true and 
only King, by paying fuch aTribute to him. 3. Thar che 
Levites, who had no Share allotted to them in the Divi- 
fion of the Land of Canean, might have an honourable 
mance to difcharge the Funétions of their Mi- 
niftry. 
I Thall add, thatthe Minifters of the New Covenanr 
are not Jefs worthy of an Honourable Maintenance ; and 
that Tithes are, in my Opinion, the moft proper way of 
providing for the Clergy of a National Church.

The Author of this Relation is now Phyfician to the 
King of Poland. Speaking of the famous Library of 
Wolfcmbuttel, he fays it was founded in the Year 1625. 
and that in 1666. it contained Fifty Thoufand Volumes ; 
among which there were Two Thoufand Manufcripts, 
Greek, Latin, Hebrew, Arabick, &c. 

Being at Hamburg, he faw an Effay of a Natural Hi- 
flory of Sweden, written in the German Language by 
Dr. Urban Hiarne , Phyfician to His Swedifh Majefty. He 
fays, there is a good Colle&ion of Natural Curiofities in 
Grefbam-College ; but the Anatomical Preparations that 
are kept in it, appear to him very inconfiderable. He 
was furprized to find there the Skeleton of a Rat, made 
by one of his Friends, a Native of Ratisbon, when“he 
was at London, Who had no more Skill in Anatomy thah 
an old Herb-Woman, (Anus Herbaria)

Erdal obferves feveral Things that are either inconfidera- 
ble or known to every Body, and that he has omitted ma- 
ny that are valuable ; that he highly efteems what is of 
little value, and defpifes what deferves a particularNotice. 
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Befides, he affirms that the Do@or is grofly miftaken jn 
many Things. He gives an Account of many curious 
Things relating to the Library of Wolfembuttel , and a Pa. 
lace of the Duke of that Name. 

The Author, in the beginning of this Letter, makes 
fome Remarks upon the New Editions of Aventinus’s Jin. 
nales Bowerum , & Faber’s Thefaurus Eruditionu Scholafice, 
The new Editor of that Thefaurus, fays he, boafts of hay. 
ing added to it above Seven thoufand Words: Which 
was no very difficult thing, fince he has tranfcribed a¢gp. 
tinius’s Dittionary, and Borrichius’s Defeffus Lexicoruim.
